THE TIME YOU READ THIS, THE 
WILL HAVE CONFIRMED 
WILL POISED CONFIRM 
— President 1t Bush’ S appointment of Judge 
Samuel Alito to the US Supreme Court. As 
anyone who has been reading these edito- 
rials knows, we think that’s bad news, 
extremely bad news. How much damage 
lito will do, together with the other con- 
servatives on the court, remains to be 
seen. To the extent that anyone following 
the confirmation hearings can draw con- 
clusions from what Alito said, it seems 
clear that with the exception of abortion 
(he danced around Roe v. Wade in alarming- 
ly vague ways) he has more in common 
with archconservatives Antonin Scalia and 
Clarence Thomas than with the other jus- 
tices. Since it’s too soon to tell just how 
arch the admittedly conservative Chief 
Justice John Roberts is, there is profound 
cause for concern. 

Another depressing, frightening, and 
inescapable conclusion draw from the 
Alito confirmation hearings this: even 
Bush wounded by a war gone wrong in 
Iraq, even a Bush in the midst of a consti- 
tutional scandal due to warrantless domes- 
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tic spying, and even Bush whose political 
party is besmirched by lobbying crimes of

historic proportions can foist right-wing 
radical onto the nation’s highest court. 

There is good reason for this: a 
significant portion the American public 
brain-dead. They are prisoners the 
medium, focused on the images instead of 
the message. Because Alito bland, they 
assume his jurisprudence will be mush. 
Because went good schools (Princeton 
and Yale Law) and isn’t arrogant (like 
Judge Robert Bork) and his wife cries when 
he’s attacked (the little lady stands by her 
man), then he’s a-okay, ready for prime 
time — not only for the Supreme Court, 
but perhaps for a sitcom or, even better, a 
reality-based TV show. 

Alas, the reality of the decisions the 
Supreme Court wrestles with is serious. 
It's real life, real time, real stuff. There is 
little reason to believe that Alito will not 
support Bush’s contention that anything 
Bush does president while acting 
commander in chief is constitutional; that 
Congress cannot pass laws against right- 
wing interest groups like the National 
Rifle Association; and that government 
agencies that are supposed to regulate big 
business should mind their own business. 
nutshell, that what Alito’s record 
federal judge tells about him. this 
cause for alarm? Only among Democrats, 
it seems. Because Alito is bland, the Amer- 
ican people think he’s impartial.

First, your edi- 
torial blindly accepts that 
restoring Green Line serv- 
ice to JP would increase 
congestion along Centre 
Street. Yet, two MBTA 
studies conducted by dif- 
ferent consultants in 1987 
and again 2001 both 
concluded that resuming 
Green Line service would 
not have any more adverse 
impact congestion than 
the current bus service 
has. Former EOEA Secre- 
tary Ellen Herzfelder her 
2003 Certificate for the Ar- 
borway project echoed the 
Same point when she stat- 
that traffic issues exist 
irrespective the type 
transit service Centre 
Street. Second, your edito- 
rial premised the idea 
that automobile access 
Centre Street the key 
business success. Yet, the 
JP Centre-South Main 
Streets initiative found 
its 2003 survey shoppers 
on Centre Street that 79 
percent customers ar- 
rived Centre Street 
public transit, foot, oth- 
er alternative means, not 
by automobile. Third, your 
editorial maintains that 
Green Line service would 
serve the central city far 
more than the neighbor- 
hood, Yet, the experience 
the Red Line extension 
Davis Square Somerville 
shows the opposite that 
interconnected rail transit 
increases access neigh- 
borhood business centers 
without the burden caused 
by over-reliance on the au- 
tomobile.

Anyone familiar 
with mass transit in Boston 
and with mass-transit 
systems around the globe 
knows firsthand that Arbor- 
Way streetcar restoration is 
the best and most feasible 
solution to the lousy transit 
service presently provided 
Jamaica Plain the #39 bus! 
Ridership along the Arbor- 
way has dropped significant- 
ly since 1985 when buses 
took over the route. 

Streetcar opponents 
claim that congestion will 
increase, and businesses will 
lose customers if they return 
the Arborway corridor. 
That idea simply false, 
and it’s perpetuated the 
auto and oil industries 
this country. The truth 
that streetcars will not only 
attract new customers 
Jamaica Plain businesses, but 
they will also bring new 
familiar with the 
merits high-quality transit 
and urban development. 

Most of the inner-city 
neighborhoods Boston, 
including JP, were built up 
along streetcar and heavy- 
rail lines, and today they are 
some of the best-preserved 
transit-oriented neighbor- 
hoods the US. Now, appar- 
ently because few mindless 
yuppies their gas-guzzling 
SUVs and luxury cars have 
moved into Jamaica Plain, 
the Phoenix thinks that high- 
quality public transportation 
in Jamaica Plain is a bad 
idea.

High Noon for Cabral 


Mixed messages marked a civil jury’s 

verdict last week ordering Suffolk 
County Sheriff Andrea J. Cabral’s office to 
pay fired nurse Sheila Porter $360,000 in 
compensation plus an additional $250,000 
in “punitive damages.” The sheriff, as read- 
ers of this space will recall (see “Cabral’s 
Sharp Aim,” News and Features, December 
16), had barred Porter from the Suffolk 
County House of Correction as a result of 
either her failure to properly document 
injuries received by an inmate from guard 
brutality (if one believes Cabral) or her hav- 
ing acted as an informant for the FBI, 
which had been investigating such brutality 
if one believes Porter). 

The verdict in Porter's favor vindicated 
the 62-year-old nurse’s claim for wrongful 
termination. Nonetheless, it also appears 
to have vindicated the decision by the US 
Attorney’s office (reported prior to the civil 
trial and explained in our December 16 
analysis) to drop a criminal investigation 
into whether the sheriff violated a federal 
whistle-blower-protection law by firing 
Porter. The Boston Globe’s Shelley Murphy 
interviewed one juror who said that while 
the jury was upset with the Sheriff's 
Department for firing Porter, “we didn’t 
want to crucify Andrea, because she’s do- 
ing a good job.” Presumably the juror was 
referring to Cabral’s announced effort, upon 
taking office after an upset election, to root 
out the deeply entrenched culture bru- 
tality toward inmates that characterized 
the regimes of some of her predecessors — 
the same goal Porter claimed was her

motive for cooperating with the feds. 
The US Attorney’s decision not to prosecute — 
“crucify,” in the juror’s words — Cabral thus ap- 
peared to be a wise one, even if arrived at with re- 
luctance. The matter was obviously a civil dis- 
pute that should never have been allowed to 
escalate into a threat of criminal prosecu- 
tion by the overly sensitive and often 
power-hungry feds who believed 
Cabral showed insufficient deference 
to their informant. Rough justice 
appears to have been done all 
around.

SUPREME COURT LEAVES 
ABORTION ALONE (FOR NOW) 


The sky didn’t fall last week when the Supreme Court 
handed down its first abortion-related decision with 
Chief Justice John Roberts in the driver’s seat. In fact, 
the first sentence of Justice Sandra Day O’Connor’s 
opinion made a point of reassuring readers: “We do 
not revisit our abortion precedents today.” 

At the end of November, I watched while nine 
Supreme Court justices, including brand-new 
Chief Justice Roberts, heard oral arguments in 
Ayotte v. Planned Parenthood of Northern New England. 
The case weighed the constitutionality of a New 
Hampshire statute, which mandated that mi- 
nors seeking an abortion get permission from 
one of their parents. Forty-four states (including 
Massachusetts) have versions of a parental- 
notification law. The problem was, this one did- 
n't have an exception for the young woman's 
health. (See “Jamming with the Supremes,” 
News and Features, December 9, 2005.) 

what predicted the time: “For 
now, it seems unlikely that the Supreme 
Court will strike down the entire 
law. A more probable outcome 
is that it will uphold the prin- 
ciple of New Hampshire's 
statute, while addressing the 
missing exception for teenagers 
who are in urgent medical danger 
but whose lives are not at risk.” 

And that’s pretty much exactly 
what Justice O’Connor did in the 
opinion she wrote for the unani- 
mous majority. 

“When a statute restricting ac- 
cess abortion may applied 
manner that harms women’s 


health, what is the appropriate relief? Generally 
speaking, when confronting a constitutional flaw 
in a statute, we try to limit the solution to the prob- 
lem. We prefer, for example, to enjoin only the un- 
constitutional applications of a statute while leav- 
ing other applications force.” 

Here, the court didn’t even go that far. The jus- 
tices agreed that the missing health exception was 
problematic, but they kept their hands clean by 
handing the entire law back down to the First Cir- 
cuit Court Appeals Boston, with instructions 
fix the problem.

Why not make pretty? 


Would opponents of the proposed Cape Wind 
offshore energy park 130 giant wind tur- 
bines that would churn across 24 square miles 
of airspace between Nantucket and Cape Cod’s 
south shore (see “Hypocrisy in Hyannis,” News 
and Features, July 15, 2005) — be more 
amenable the idea the project were prettier?

(As a 
rep from Brighton, subter- 
ranean machinations earned him the nick- 
name “The Prince the oth- 
er: John Bonifaz, a Harvard Law School 
graduate, former MacArthur Fellow, and 
left-leaning activist who founded both the 
National Voting Rights Institute (dedicated 
campaign-finance reform) and After- 
(dedicated impeach- 
ing President George W. Bush.) 

Earlier this month, Galvin and Bonifaz 
trekked out Pittsfield, struggling post- 
industrial town the westernmost part 
the state, to make their cases to a few hun- 
dred Berkshire-area Democratic activists. 
who boyish-looking and slightly 
built, with a reedy voice — took the micro- 
phone first, and launched into full-throated 
condemnation of his opponent’s record. 

According to Bonifaz, Galvin — whose 
duties include serving the state’s chief 
election officer has attitude toward 
voting-rights issues that borders crimi- 
nal negligence. His proof? When the city 
Lawrence sent inactive-voter notices 
nearly 19,000 residents before last fall’s 
preliminary municipal election, raising 
fears that disproportionate amount 
Latino voters might be disfranchised, 
Galvin “was silent,” Bonifaz said. Around 


the same time, the federal Department of 
Justice sued Boston for failing comply 
with the Voting Rights Act 1965 over sev- 
eral election cycles. “The Bush Justice De- 
partment shouldn't be relied on, frankly, to 
ensure that the jurisdictions in our state 
are complying,” Bonifaz jibed. Moreover, 
Galvin dismissed a 2005 study by MassVote 
statewide, nonpartisan voting-rights 
organization which charged that bureau- 
cratic glitches may have kept 100,000 
would-be, eligible voters from casting bal- 
lots the 2004 presidential election. This 
means wide-scale disfranchisement, Boni- 
faz told the crowd, and Galvin has turned a 
blind eye to it. 

Next came Bonifaz’s Big Finish. wish 
that were all of it,” he said ominously. “!

The SmokingGun.com ran lengthy exposé 
the massive exaggerations and outright 
lies James Frey’s Oprah-promoted, drugs- 
and-alcohol-drenched memoir Million Little 
Pieces. Then, on January 9, the New York Times 
reported that J.T. LeRoy author the 
2000 autobiographical cult novel Sarah, 
about sexually abused transgender teen 
with AIDS, and the 2001 autobiographical 
story collection The Heart Above All 
Things didn’t exist. rather, the person 
who has been appearing readings 
LeRoy” really San 
woman named Savannah Knoop. still 
unclear who wrote the books, but most 
probably was Laura Albert, the partner 
half-brother Geoffrey. 

While national news and op-ed columns 
have been filled with harsh dissections 
James Frey’s fictional embellishments since 
its original story the Times has run news, 
feature, and op-ed pieces the subject the 
LeRoy story has received far less attention. 
And when has, the LeRoy scam hasn’t been 
taken very seriously. Indeed, in a Sunday, Jan- 
uary 15, Times op-ed, Mary Karr 
lambasted Frey mendacious “skunk” foul- 
ing the literary waters, but found J.T. LeRoy to 
little prankster.” The discrepancy 
can attributed simply scale: contrast 
with Frey, who launched big-bucks-best- 
seller scandal, LeRoy although championed 
glitterati (Courtney Love) and writers (Mary 
Gaitskill) alike engaged nothing more 
than penny-ante grifting. Whatever the ex- 
planation, everyone seems to have missed the 
important story here: monstrous act 
literary sadomasochism, J.T. LeRoy published 
emotional pornography that features implau- 
sibly sick-and-dying, destitute, sexually 
abused teens. What’s more, readers have been 
lapping up. 


DAMAGED GOODS 
Few have made the obvious connection be- 
tween J.T. LeRoy’s masquerade gay kid 


dying AIDS and Anthony Godby 
1993 AIDS memoir A Rock and a Hard Place. In 
that literary scandal, the book’s author — 
supposedly 14-year-old boy dying AIDS, 
but actually, according to a November 6, 
2001, article in the New Yorker by Tad Friend, 
woman named Vicky Johnson who later 
claimed “Anthony’s” adoptive mother 
wrote about his childhood horrific sex- 
ual abuse. With that mind, LeRoy’s ab- 
ject literary hoax looks like copycat crime, 
mimicking not just the sexually lurid, 
damaged-child motif Johnson’s book but 
its promotional strategy well. 

The similarities between the two cases 
are remarkable. “Johnson” befriended 
phone, no one ever met him — a host of lit- 
erary stars such National Book Award 
winner Paul Monette, who encouraged his 
writing, and Fred Rogers Mr. Rogers’ Neigh- 
borhood, who wrote afterword for Rock 
and Hard Place. also befriended San Fran- 
cisco writer Armistead Maupin, author 
Tales the City. (After realizing had been 
bamboozled for several years, Maupin 
penned The Night Listener, fictional version 
his experience with Anthony Godby John- 
son, which has been made into a film that 
premiered just last week.) Similarly, LeRoy 
himself Terminator and present- 
ing himself homeless gay-teen hustler 
cultivated friendships with writers such 
Dennis Cooper and Bruce Benderson, 
whose connections then used get pub- 
lished. Once published, both frauds moved 
more lucrative gigs. Johnson was con- 
tracted for HBO film, though later fell 
through. LeRoy sold film project based 
The Heart Deceitful (which was made 2004 
and scheduled for release spring 
this year) and served co-producer Gus 
Van Sant’s 2005 Elephant. He also did com- 
mentary the Criterion Collection’s DVD 
Van Sant’s Own Private Idaho and has writ- 
ten for the New YorkTimes, the 
and host literary and film magazines. 


The audacity these impersonations 
astounding. But even more audacious was 
the sheer effrontery inventing, and using 
for self-promotion and financial gain, the 
allegedly real identities of children or teens 
who had been abused, hurt, molested, dis- 
abled, diseased, and physically and spiritu- 
ally ransacked. 

surprise that readers even 
smart, astute readers such as Mary Gait- 
skill and Armistead Maupin — would re- 
spond immediately both the authors 
these autobiographical works well 
the writing itself. This potent stuff, 
and the writers Rock and Hard 
The Heart is Deceitful Above All Things abused 
their position and power writers when 
they started trafficking the overt, self- 
serving lie that these narrators were actual 
hurt children living unimaginable 
physical and psychic pain. 

But readers are complicit the ruse. 
The imagery the pallid child just steps 
away from the clutches death deeply 
ingrained Western culture and litera- 
ture. From Charles Little Nell 
The Old Curiosity Shop, Little Eva Harriet 
Beecher Stowe’s UncleTom’s Cabin, and Elsie 
Dinsmore, the title character Martha 
Finley’s novels, the 
scores abused children who populate Law 
and Order: SVU every week, our sentimental- 
ization the endangered child seems 
ebb and flow direct proportion the 
harm being done real children the real 
Just Little Nell’s heart-rending, 
seemingly endless death played out ina 
Victorian world where real children were 
working 12-hour days smoke-belching 
factories, the vapid portrayal sexually 
molested kids Law and Order takes place 
against the harsh backdrop emerging 
underage underclass today. 

Let’s be clear: Vicky Johnson and Laura 
Albert, writers, revel the sexual and 
physical torment young people titil- 
late and arouse readers. It is a nasty, 
supremely dishonest business. Rock anda 
Hard Place and The Heart Deceitful Above All 
Things became popular because they played 
into our deepest anxieties about children 
and ourselves. Culturally insist that 
children embody essential innocence, even 
when know they are complicated, and 
sexual, human beings. We also insist, in 
endless platitudes, that we have to make 
the world “safe” for children, even 
know that that difficult, even impossi- 
ble. How much easier, then, to entertain 
and enjoy projected fantasies children 
who are too lost to be innocent, too wound- 
saved. The thrill these books for 
adult readers and probably for the adult 
author well that they, some deep 
level, tell us that we are not responsible for 
respecting, understanding, caring for 
children. That they this the guise

BEER AND HISTORY 

Tuesday morning, am. The Littlest 
opened half hour ago, and already there 
are four men sitting around the worn, 
heavily varnished bar, partaking their 
daily eye-openers. One guy nurses Bud- 
weiser. Another clinks the ice his Cape 
the end the bar, another tilts 
back the third long succession black- 
berry brandies. 

The Littlest longer has men-only 
“tavern license” like did until sometime 
the But stop before noon and 
forgiven for thinking otherwise. Talk 
here revolves around boxing and politics, 
and racing. Lawyers and unions 
and cops. The décor keeping with the 
virile vibe: dozens patches donated 
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police and firemen from across New Eng- 
land and the country are affixed behind the 
bar. Framed black-and-white photographs 
hang in front of it. Joe Louis, fists 
clenched. Brownie, Bossuet, and Wait Bit 
finishing triple dead heat the Carter 
Handicap Aqueduct 1944. Muhammad 
Ali clowning around with hurling stick 
Dublin’s Croke Park. Babe Ruth, finishing 
his career Boston Braves uniform, 
meeting top-hatted James Michael Curley 
in 1935. Above the bar, in an incongruous 
bit cheek, hang fashionable line 
Littlest Bar thongs. 

Things are kept simple here. There are 
just two beers on draft, Guinness and New- 
castle. you want wine, you can order red 
white. Whiskey comes several vari- 
eties, including favorites from the auld sod 
like Paddy and Tullamore Dew. The jukebox 
has the staples. The Chieftains and the 
Dubliners. The Very Best Joe Dolan. The 
Pogues’ Rum, Sodomy, and the Lash. There’s 
Johnny Cash and Patsy Cline, and U2 and 
Coldplay for the younger crowd that filters 
later. 

The floor concrete. The ceiling, sturdy 
and simplistic, made from weathered 
wooden slats. Tiny square lanterns (like 
you might expect find swaying pi- 
rate ship) hang from it, glowing yellow 
with 25-watt bulbs. 

The Littlest Bar was different place 
when it opened in 1945 as much as a bookie 
parlor tavern, with heavy wagering 
racing and fights. was only open until 
because its owner, guy named Jocko, 
didn’t want undesirables getting sloshed 
and causing trouble. 

“He was a piece of work, Jocko,” says 
Gene O’Shea, 73, rangy with snow-white 
hair, who’s been bartending here for 
years and drinking here even longer 
since 1952, when a beer was 15 cents. 

Jocko’s wife took over for spell after 
his death, and she was even worse. “She 
didn’t know how to run a bar,” remembers 
Jack, 84, a regular with a scally cap and big 
spectacles. “She used order one bottle 
whiskey time. Cheap too. She used 
skimp the pours, and look over her 
shoulder see you were looking.” 

“She used sit there with the regis- 
ter,” gestures Phil, 74, ruddy-faced and 
rheumy-eyed, trial lawyer who’s been 
coming here for half century (and de- 
clines to give his last name). “She was like 
Madame LaFarge, playing with the knit- 
ting needles.” 

named Peter Sheridan bought 
the place the mid and owned for 
more than a decade before selling it 15 years 
ago the current owner, Patrick “Paddy” 
reasoning for the sale 
was simple: even then, there was the sense 
the place might not around for long. 
Grace bought the place knowing this full 
well. knew from the very beginning that 
there were gonna changes.” 

But Grace who emigrated from 
Kilkenny to the States in 1960, serving a 
stint the Army, working banking 
New York City, and dabbling the hotel 
business Colorado before landing 
Boston saw great potential this “little 
cubbyhole,” and soon grew love it. And 
even though the building’s owners, the 
Abbey Group (the development firm fa- 
mous for refurbishing the Sears building 
the Fenway into the Landmark Center), 
drew various plans over the years turn 
the bar and adjacent garage into office 
building and hotel, those plans always 
fell through. the Littlest survived see 
another day, every day for years. 

Grace, with his Irish connections, helped 
fill the place with thirsty new arrivals 
the city. And suddenly, place O’Shea says 
was “going downhill little bit,” was flush 
again. The famous and semi-famous

stopped in. Musicians like Mary Black, 
Phil Coulter, and Sharon Shannon. Boxers 
Sean Mannion and Kevin McBride. Ray 
Flynn and Joe Kennedy. Quentin Tarantino, 
even. But the lifeblood the place was the 
Tegular guys, say Grace. “Everyone from 
politicians street cleaners guys with 
work.” 

But now, it’s time say goodnight. 
Paddy Crace doesn’t own the property. 
did, he’d stay open. does own the 
name, and that all-important liquor li- 
cense. And despite the fact that could 
sell the latter for tidy profit, he’s still try- 
ing relocate, but only can 
smallish downtown space where the rent 
isn’t too dear. Even does, however, 
knows nothing will the same. “End 
era perhaps too drastic,” says. “But 
all you have to do is move a block and you 
lose your regulars.” 

That hurts the most. Grace has seen 
smoking bans, and price increases, and 
creeping gentrification. He’s seen people 
come and go. But through all, his little 
pub has been there. “There have been lot 
changes,” says. “People move the 
suburbs. back Ireland, England. 
they die. But people always come back 
the ones who can say hello.” 


THE REGULARS 

Sitting the Littlest the morning 
makes one feel like man out time. 
While professionals scurry work outside, 
clutching the Tuesday New and 
Starbucks, people here start their mornings 
quietly with the Herald and beer.

walks one guy with red hair and big 
nose, the map of Ireiand all over his face. 

“What can for?” asks O’Shea. 

“Uh, Buds.” 

“Huh?” 

“Two Buds.” 

“Two?” 

“Yeah.” 

serves up. The guy knocks 
back. But these guys are hardly the hope- 
less sots you might think. They’re well- 
dressed, and well spoken. And this their 
morning ritual, natural cup coffee. 
Atime share stories. shoot the shit. 
talk about the news, and talk about the 
old days. 

regular this morning has brought his 
dog, Bella, a tiny and tremulous Italian 
greyhound. She sits in Phil’s burly arms as 
strokes her sleek head. 

Phil hardly the only lawyer patron- 
ize this place. was here that Jan Schlicht- 
mann devised the legal strategy used 
after toxic polluters Woburn, the case 
made famous Civil Action. was here 
that Barry Reed, author of The Verdict, used 
drink. O’Shea remembers when the nov- 
was optioned for screen treatment di- 
rected Sidney Lumet and featuring Paul 
Newman.

fans everywhere for his interminable 
versions “God Bless America” Yankee 
Stadium), standing the middle beery 
crowd and singing impromptu ballad. 

“Ah, Tynan more baritone,” says 
Phil. “See, Irish tenors like Italian 
tenors.” 

“But the good ones, they Milan 
study,” says Paddy. 

“At least he’s not like that other guy,” Phil 
says with snort, not divulging whom 
speaks. “He was saloon singer.” 

You don’t hear many conversations like 
these bars these days. Pretty soon, 
hear even fewer. 

Phil, for one, isn’t planning 
new place spend his mornings. “My wife 
says, ‘What are you gonna do when the Lit- 
tlest closes?’ And I said, ‘Drink less.’ The 
other places don’t have appeal for 
me....

ALL BLACKS, ALL IRISH 

There’s famous sign the Littlest, appro- 
priately tiny. It’s brass plaque, tacked 
the front the loo: 

SEAMUS HEANEY PEED HERE. 

Yes, Heaney, the Nobel Laureate, the 
greatest Irish poet the second half the 
2oth century (and probably the first half 
the 21st) drank here — and micturated too. 
There’s something very Irish about the 
plaque’s mock-heroic proclamation, its 
commingling the lyrical and the scato- 
logical, its good-natured debasing 
important figure. 

The Littlest, after all, is a very Irish bar. 
Inside that bathroom, graffiti are scratched 
messily into the blue paint: FRANKIE STILL 
the fleeting mementos 
the legions Irish youth used the 
Littlest locus and meeting place 
they spend their summers here overstay 
their Ji visas. 

“It’s like home away from home,” 
says Sara O'Neill, 39, an expat from Derry 
who's been tending bar here for 14 years. 
“You could always spot Irish person that 
was in awe of the city, coming over for the 
first time. That was their first stop-off. 
And they were made feel welcome.” Of- 
tentimes, the hospitality went even fur- 
“Paddy had good link with the Irish 
Immigration Center, so we would take 
phone numbers off people they were 
stuck looking for housing jobs. And 
we'd give call found out any- 
thing help them.” 

The Littlest Bar real. Its Irish bona 
fides come naturally. need boast 
being reconstructed brick-by-brick from 
some pub transported from the land the 
leprechaun and shamrock, desire 
play host to the Creat Guinness Toast. 
Here, the nods are subtle. faded Irish 
tricolor wind-wrapped around the flagpole 
outside. tiny sign above the bar reading 
FOIGHID ORT A MHAc! (“Patience, lad!”). The 
provisions are simple, but cater the 
tastes the customers. Tayto crisps. 
Black-currant juice for the girls sweeten 
their Guinness with. 

“At the Littlest, there’s no pictures of 
Guinness, shillelaghs, all the typical 
stuff you see Irish bar,” says 
“That doesn’t make an Irish bar. To me, it’s 
the feeling that you get when you come in, 
and the welcome you receive. bartender 
actually giving you time. Which rare.

Yellowcard’s Lights and Sounds profits from pain

2006. just released album, 
Lights and Sounds, that represents major 
artistic growth, and embarked 
yet another tour, one that comes to Axis 
on January 27. But as Mackin explained 
over his cellphone from Los Angeles cof- 
fee shop recently, they’re still struggling 
to shake off all the turmoil.

Sure enough, Lights and Sounds offers 
nearly hour music that’s far weightier 
than the band’s previous efforts. The disc

All parties remained quiet about the sit- 
uation, but not the fans, many of whom 
cried foul message boards, including 
the band’s own Web site. Some accused 
Key (who replaced original singer Ben Dob- 
son prior One for the Kids) engi- 
neering coup assume complete control 
over the band; others started on-line peti- 
tions bring Harper back. Finally, No- 
vember, the band issued statement 


which Mackin wrote of the split, “We’ve 
simply grown personally and cre- 
atively, which can happen in any relation- 
ship.

Press, however, both sides took shots at 
each other. Harper insisted “didn’t 
want leave Yellowcard” and suggested 
his dismissal was underhanded. Key, who 
refused get into specifics, responded 
question about whether Harper appears 
Lights and Sounds saying, “He’s seven 
the songs on the record — and not by our 
choice.” 

When gave Mackin opportunity 
clear the air (Harper didn’t respond 

-mailed interview request), politely 
declined, explaining that the band prefer 
the matter stay in-house and gently 
chastising those who insist prying. 
“Because our fans are so close to us and 
are able get much information, it’s 
almost as if they feel they have the right 
know exactly what has gone 
every situation. And it’s like, some 
things are little bit more personal, and 
some things are really painful lot 
people, and maybe not privileged 
that information you might think 
that you are.” 

And Mackin and the band have had 
other things worry about. Toward the 
end of 2005, Key developed a nodule on his 
vocal cords, and that forced Yellowcard to at 
cancel European tour dates December 
and jeopardized the current tour. 
Mackin says Key almost back normal 
but adds that years the road with little 
time off well the band’s hard-par- 
tying ways have contributed his 
problems and Yellowcard’s elevating 
stress levels, situation the band are 
working resolve with more reason- 
able tour schedule. 

And, Mackin admits, they’re nervous 
whether the fans they hooked with 
Ocean Avenue will fall just hard for Lights 
and Sounds.

hat the hell happened 
ambient music? 
Somewhere over the 
past decade, the subtle but 
breathtaking minimalist 
style of soundscapes invented and perfected 
by Brian Eno on albums like Music for Airports 
and Music for Films (both recently reissued on 
Virgin) lost its soothing, brain-stimulating 
character and became electro-clatter. 

Until that transformation, ambient mu- 
sic had been wallpaper for the chill room, 
not aural ecstasy for the dance floor. One of 
the style’s original joys was that its volume 
was low enough, its melodies laid-back 
enough, its rhythms organic enough that 
listeners could define its purpose: music 
sway to, to sleep to, to meditate with, to 
fixate on, to clean house or work to, to use to 
set the mind on its own free-ranging jour- 
neys. impossible when ambient mu- 
sic gets recast hailstorm beats. 

A few canny musicians, however, under- 
stand how to balance the beat and the 
beatific. Jah Wobble, the British bassist with 
punk-rock and dub roots, among them. 
Wobbie, who brings his seven-piece band 
the Middle East this Friday, is a torchbearer 
for the notion of ambient music as manna 
and medicine. 

His new Mu (Trojan/Sanctuary) takes the 
slow, heatbeat-like percolation Caribbean 
dub and slows it down even farther, until 
the music’s barely breathing and long, gen- 
tle melodies and other layers sound of- 
ten creating quilt harmony emerge 
and creep into the soul. the 
soul's willing, that is. Wobble himself is a 
willing soul indeed. 

“No matter what you do in music, you 
are like warrior and you have put your- 
self in the right mind set,” the bassist — 
who once played alongside his old college 
chum the Sex Pistols’ Johnny Rotten 
charter member Public Image Limited 
explains over the phone from England. 
meditate, and you don’t just meditate when 
the mood feel good. You also 
meditate when not feeling well and 
don't want to, because that’s an important 
part staying tune with its strength and 
with yourself. 

“The music make has meditative qual- 
ity.

Hard-assed Miles 
could be, the spare, warm compositions on 
Kind Blue touch listeners’ “bigger selves” 
the gentle, modal harmonies unfurl 
sheets and textures comparable the ambi- 
ent work Eno and Wobble. One could even 
make argument for the album the first 
true ambient recording, since swings with 
unhurried gentility and grace. 

It’s surprise that Davis’s music has in- 
spired Wobble. listen composers who 
are very modal,” allows. “Most bass 
lines are very fixed modes. There’s some- 
thing about that approach find calming 
and centering. 

“When was Public Image Limited, 
was introduced Miles Davis’s music. That 
was just completely amazing. You could 
hear the bass line quite clearly, and was 
modal.

The inaugural Vegoose festival, which 

drew some 40,000 fans Las Vegas this 
past October, was essentially Bonnaroo 
West: was organized Superfly Produc- 
tions, the same team who throw the annual 
festival in Tennessee, and it featured many 
the bands given Bonnaroo repu- 
tation white-boy-dreadlock haven. Wide- 
spread Panic, Dave Matthews, moe. bands 
often berated critics but loved tens 
thousands if not millions of fans who, as leg- 
end has it, are the rightful descendants of 
the Deadheads who once followed Jerry 
Garcia and company from coast coast. 

But along with those jam-nation lumi- 
naries, the Vegoose bill held some unexpect- 
surprises the Arcade Fire, the Flaming 
Lips, and Spoon, name three. These are 
artists beloved the other kids the ones 
vintage jeans who derided Death Cab’s At- 
lantic signing and look forward the possi- 
bility reconstituted Elephant collective. 
In the music-geek world, those bands aren’t 
supposed mixing with the dread- 
heads. But Vegoose wasn’t the first time the 
two tribes met (Beck played the original jam 
fest, H.O.R.D.E., and the Lips have played 
both Bonnaroo and moe.’s moe.down festi- 
val), it’s just one the biggest. 

Looking for someone blame for all this? 
Try Phish, who broke more than year 
ago after decade-plus reign the top the 
jam-rock heap. Thanks Phish, jam rock’s 
philosophy inclusivity finally becoming 
reality. you’re looking for reason, sam- 
ple the three-disc Live Madison Square Garden 
New (Rhino). shows the band 
their best, flaunting anything-goes at- 
titude that pushed them into otherwise un- 
explored jam-band territory. Sincere song- 
writing? Check, thanks keys player Page 
McConnell’s “Strange Design,” lost-love bal- 
lad that with the right production wouldn’t 
out place next Coldplay cut. Silly 


theatrics? Well, there’s amusing cock- 
cover Collective then-ubiqui- 
tous “Shine,” and the band’s running pat- 
ter about the countdown midnight cul- 
minates in an outlandish production (un- 
fortunately heard and not seen) involving 
drummer Jon Fishman dressed, Wayne 
Coyne-style, Baby New Year. And 
course there are drawn-out jams, but here 
tight and sounding not all gratuitous. 

Throughout the two-set show, Trey

from risky experimentation: the end

The least buyable role is seemingly the 
most objective: that of psychiatrist Agnetha 
Cottmundsdottir (Adrianne Hewlett), whose 
thesis is titled “Serial Killing: A Forgivable 
Act?” Its intent is to distinguish “crimes of 
evil” from “crimes of illness,” sin from 
symptom, and Wantage the current lump 
in the shrink’s Petri dish. Lugging a brief- 
case as well as more soap-operatic baggage, 
Gottmundsdottir, her secret guilt coloring 
her scientific quest humanize monstrosi- 
ty, seems disproportionately wounded in re- 
lation to the other two, whose stressful 
thaws find them melting down different 
sides of the life/death divide. 

The residual horror of child murder is al- 
so at the heart of Jacqui Parker’s Dark Asa 
Thousand Midnights, which debuted last week 
at the 2006 Boston African Americar Theatre 
Festival. Parker, a formidable actor who an- 
chored her own cast, focuses on an African- 
American family enduring the summer of 
1955 not far from the Mississippi hamlet 
where 14-year-old Emmett Till was brutally 
murdered, ostensibly for whistling at a 
white grocer’s wife. But Dark As a Thousand 
Midnights, though utilizes filmed testimo- 
ny by Till’s mother and uncle, is not a docu- 
mentary drama. It’s a fiction cast in the 
shadow of that dark time, centered on the 
family of Bell Mae and Jessie Riley, who 
cleave to values and try to do the right thing 
in an increasingly ugly atmosphere as the 
Klan runs rampant and Till’s killers’ trial, 
despite the efforts the NAACP, moves to- 
ward a farcical acquittal. There’s terror 
aplenty, and some melodrama, as the Ri- 
leys’ 12-year-old daughter goes missing and 
the parents go to any lengths to retrieve her. 

Parker’s play, which under Darius Omar 
Williams’s direction was believably acted by 
a cast that included two children, is loaded 
with Mississippi atmos- 
phere, both folksy and appalling, and most 
the dialogue rings true. But there’s too 
much going on in the nearly three-hour dra- 
ma, which tries to get its arms around the 
Till trial while serving thick slice earthy, 
upright family life and cooking drama 
of its own.

A perpetual-child martyr is at the center 
of A Prayer for Owen Meany, British writer Si- 
mon Bent’s adaptation of John Irving’s 1989 
novel (at Stoneham Theatre through January 
29). With his runt’s stature, permanent 
falsetto scream, and precociously profane 
persona, the title character Irving’s Dick- 
ensian saga of love and faith is as odd a 
Christ figure literature provides. Con- 
vinced from early age that “God’s in- 
strument” (think Jesus crossed with Jem 
from To Kill a Mockingbird and set down in Ex- 
eter, New Hampshire), Owen Meany is a 
difficult fiction transfer the stage, and 
Stoneham Theatre he’s played diminu- 
tive Ken Schatz sounding more like Harvey 
Fierstein than Mickey Mouse.

The moment 
sees juliet, he knows he has seen truth and 
beauty and willing all the way.” 

While rehearsing Benvolio, Solis had 
talked bit with Annika Boras, who's pay- 
ing met her boyfriend and gone 
out for drinks with them. Boras, one 
select few Americans graduate from 
prestigious Royal Academy Dra- 
matic Arts, says it was “not a divorce” to 
lose her first Romeo. “We were only 
sketching scenes, real depth work. 
Now Mickey and | are able to dive in.” 

“When you find out you're Romeo to 
someone's juliet, something happens,” So- 
lis adds. “Now we're playing catch-up. Put 
that mountain in front of me and I'll climb 
up. | suppose that’s the actor's life.”

Morris and company lasted three 
years Brussels, battling hostile press 
and skeptical public. the time the 
idyll came close, had made five 
smaller but major dances. finally 
won over the locals with his flamboyant 
version The Nutcracker, The Hard Nut, and 
returned America with solid interna- 
tional reputation under his belt. 

First presented in Boston in 1994, LAl- 
legro returned last weekend under the 
combined sponsorship the Wang Cen- 
ter and the Bank America Celebrity Se- 
ries, performed Mark Morris Dance 
Croup and Emmanuel Music under the 
direction Craig Smith, with solo 
singers Ellen Hargis, Jayne West, Frank 
Kelley, and James Maddalena.

Morris biographer Joan 
extraordinary exegesis the dance, 
sees the cosmos: “everything there 
together, and bound together the uni- 
verse, the human race, and also the arts.” 

think one reason has been 
praised extravagantly that doesn’t 
really reflect the human, natural, or su- 
pernatural worlds. represents them 
grandiose terms. If it’s a dance about us, it 
makes bigger than are. one 
the stage simply walks. They walk with 
measured step, one hand held out in front 
them, the body slanted forward, not 
breathing, with a horde of identical fol- 
they step down into one foot, 
and down, and down, the same foot, 
endless interweaving chains. 

An action always seems to proliferate, 
even it’s started single gesture.

All art is in a constant state of ten- 
sion with reality, and painting from Corot 
to early Cubism was in a constant state of 
tension with photographic reality, Manet, 
Monet, Seurat, Van Cogh, Cézanne, Picas- 
and the rest seeking redefine the lan- 
guage art, the language seeing. 
the 20th century, the vocabulary of art 
breaks down and the explorers lose their 
base: artists more and more, but 
means less and less. Picasso the 20th 
century’s signature artist: fluent in every 


— 


language and prolific every genre, and 
yet his career progresses through Blue 
and Rose Periods and then Cubism, he no 
longer has anything say. Woman the 
Window (1952) is all radical chic, more con- 
servative and less modern than Caspar 
David Friedrich’s 1822 painting the same 
title. The Rape the Sabine Women recycles 
style and political sensibility that Guernica 
had birthed and exhausted. 

The most challenging pieces “Degas 
to Picasso” are the ones that look back. 
The seven figures Ignacio Zuloaga Za- 
baleta’s massive Uncle Daniel and His Family 
(1910) — which include a dog and three 
flirtatious young ladies dwarf the quiv- 
ering, Van Gogh-turbulent landscape be- 
hind and beneath; dressed all in black, 
they’re the Basque descendants Piero 
della Francesca subjects. Raoul Dufy’s 
two 1910 woodcuts, Love and Fishing, con- 
jure medizval Cubism in their frontal 
presentation. Lyonel Regler 
Church, Erfurt (1930) translates Cézanne’s 
planes earth and stone into planes 
air and light. 

The most modern entry could have been 
painted monastery. Giorgio Morandi’s 
Still Life of Bottles and Pitcher (1946), six bottles 
and pitcher, all his trademark palette 
of cream, beige, gray, ocher, and steel 
blue, huddle together against similarly 
muted background. Too simple dis- 
turbing, you think, and yet is. Where 
does one shape leave off and another be- 
gin? Where does the light come from? 
Morandi keeps raising the uncomfortable 
questions most his modernist peers had 
stopped asking. 

Real modern art arose in the 15th cen- 
tury, at the dawn of Renaissance human- 
ism, when artists began paint what 
they saw rather than what they knew. 
call sign,” Leon Battista Alberti wrote 
his treatise pictura, “anything that ex- 
eye.”

among Gabriel, Mary, and the unseen 
(unusual for Annunciation) Dove, the 
exchange involving the loggia (Mary 
temple), with its pillars (the pillar fire 
Exodus, legs pillars marble the 
Song Solomon), the garden (Mary 
garden), the once and future paradise, 
with its unseen expulsion Adam and 


Eve. Barely visible, too, is the way the 
hem Gabriel’s robe dissolves into the 
marble floor, itself reminder that Fra 
Angelico’s abstract patterns (most no- 
tably the four faux marble panels be- 
neath the Madonna the Shadows San 
Marco’s east corridor) attest to what no 
“figure” can show. This isn’t just 
painter offering theories about art; it’s a 
theologian schooled Antoninus and 
Thomas Aquinas inviting you move 
between Alberti’s “visible” and God’s 
“invisible.” 

through January the Metro- 
politan Museum Art, and just the sec- 
ond show ever devoted to this artist (the 
first was Florence 1955), “Fra Angeli- 
co” will test your ability move between 
what has and what hasn’t. Among 
the missing are the frescoes the Do- 
minican convent San Marco Flo- 
rence, the great Annunciations Cor- 
tona and Madrid and the Santa Maria 
Novella reliquary, the Linaiuoli altar- 
piece, the Annunziata silver chest, vari- 
ous Last Judgments and Coronations 
the Virgin, the Saint Stephen and Saint 
Lawrence frescoes executed Rome 
for Pope Nicholas pieces that are ei- 
ther permanent too big travel. 

The Met’s handsome catalogue, with 
Lawrence Kanter’s introductory essay re- 
minding that Fra Angelico was pi- 
ous reactionary but player alongside 
Masaccio making what was real more 
realistic, blurs the distinction between 
what’s present and what’s not. Nothing, 
the other hand, could plainer than 
the difference between the real thing and 
the large-scale photographic reproduc- 
tions of the San Marco Annunciation, the 
San Marco Mocking Christ (from cell 7), 
with its postmodern spitting head and 
disembodied hands, Saint Lawrence Giving 
Alms, and more with which the Met has 
helpfully dotted the show. The photo- 
graphs are flat and lifeless; the pieces 
seems have been painted with 
liquefied precious stones, refulgent ruby 
and emerald and amethyst and sapphire, 
all impregnated, like Mary, with light. 
Last weekend, the divinity the details 
had spectators (three months into its 
run, the show was still packed) pressing 
nose glass.

ames Levine’s opening salvo for his 
year-long Beethoven/Schoenberg series 
with the Boston Symphony Orchestra 
couldn’t have been more ambitious: 
overwhelming Missa solem- 
nis, the work that opened Symphony Hall 
1900. looked very promising paper, es- 
pecially the vocal quartet Metropolitan 
Opera stars: soprano Deborah Voigt, mezzo- 
soprano Lorraine Hunt Lieberson, tenor Ben 
Heppner, and bass René Pape. But last 
month the BSO announced that Lieberson 
was being replaced Jill Grove. Then the 
day the first performance, Voigt with- 
drew, and soprano Christine Brewer was 
flown private jet sing without re- 
hearsal. (She arrived minutes before cur- 
tain.) Last March, Voigt cancelled the first 
two three performances first 
BSO Wagner opera, Der fliegende Hollander. Her 
was heroic but inadequate. 
Brewer, however, was more than adequate 
fact, she just about stole the show with 
her blazing high notes and fervent phrasing. 

“The Missa solemnis the greatest piece 
ever written,” Levine announced his pro- 
gram note. “Really, mean it” though 
goes say that there are other 
pieces ever And maybe 
treated it too much like a masterpiece, a 
monument, veering between Toscanini’s op- 
eratic urgency and Klemperer’s sublime spa- 
cious grandeur but lacking his own point 
view, or a consistent underlying motive (or 
pulse). missed any sense rediscovery. Two 
months after September 11, David Hoose led 
the Cantata Singers live performance 
that was fleet and unstoppable except 
when time itself suddenly seemed suspended. 

Levine began slowly, touchingly, 
feeling his way into the score. Each the 
series rising, broadly arching phrases 
seemed injected with extra push. un- 
derlined contrasts between fast 
and slow, loud and soft. Symphony Hall 
shook the great climaxes. The last the 
soloists enter was Pape, whose opening 
“Christe eleison” embodied the voice crying 
the wilderness opposed the weighty 
and rather undifferentiated pronounce- 
ments the full chorus. 

The Tanglewood Festival Chorus was 
powerful and stirring but not pitch perfect. 
Diction always problem this work, 
given its extended high-speed fortissimo 
passages, but opening night the TFC sound- 
unusually blurry. Grove’s strong round 
voice lacked Lieberson’s uncanny emotional 
identification. Heppner was impassioned, 
heroic, but occasionally forced and reedy. 
Pape, the other hand, got deeper and 
darker, ending with full-hearted, broken- 
hearted Miserere. 

The orchestra was impressive: Timothy 


Genis (timpani) and Richard Svoboda (bas- 
soon) were especially convincing. Malcolm 
Lowe’s big violin solo the Benedictus was 
one the few passages treasure Seiji 
Ozawa’s empty version five years ago. That 
solo the Missa’s clearest foreshadowing 
late string quartets (the Missa 
Opus 123; the first the late quartets 
Opus 127) and one the most searching, 
inward moments the Mass; mustn’t 
sound hammy or like mere display. But this 
time did both. There were things beau- 
ty, especially the heavenly lullaby the 
Agnus Dei between the Miserere and the 
Dona nobis pacem. But too much this 
performance sounded generic, more dutiful 
than exploratory. Maybe everyone was un- 
settled the last-minute cast change. 
Everyone except Brewer herself, who along 
with Pape gave the most consistent demon- 
stration how this piece should go. 

have loved hear again, see how 
settled in. But Mark Morris Dance Group 
was in town dancing to sublime Handel (Mar- 
cia Siegel’s review is on page 21), and the Can- 
tata Singers were offering rare chance 
hear Poulenc’s soir his chilling 1944 
setting for unaccompanied six-part chorus 
Paul Eluard poem about the death Resis- 
tance fighter the snow.

Nutt, Robert Schulz, Daniel Bauch). Shim- 
mering veils arpeggios alternate with 
gamelan-like clanging and chiming, subter- 
rumbles with rainbow glissandos. But 
this tingling sonic Wonderland all internal- 
ized, the ringing were taking place inside 
your own head. 

Then came Stravinsky’s seminal and still 
startling Les noces (“The Wedding”), begun 
1914, just after the wild premiere sacre 
printemps, and completed 1923. This depic- 
tion Russian folk wedding landmark 
daring syncopations and rhythmic inven- 
tion raw, brutal, comic (family and 
friends endlessly repeating suggestive 
clichés), and the end profoundly moving, 
chimes toll the joy and sorrow the 
bridal couple, their passage into new life 
and new sense passing time. (Sur incises 
also ends with dissolving chimes.) 
strings only four pianos (Karen Harvey 
joining the three Boulez pianists) and per- 
cussion (Dean Anderson, Jeffrey Fischer, and 
timpanist John Grimes joining McNutt and

incisive yet glowing tone, nailed the rhyth- 
mically and tonally challenging role the 
Bride; mezzo-soprano Raymond, 
tenor Rockland Osgood, bass Anton Belov, 
and the thrilling chorus embodied grieving 
parents, callow bridegroom, and gossipy 
neighbors. Hoose led them all with breath- 
taking rhythmic precision that liberated 
rather than checked Stravinsky’s rollicking, 
transgressive vitality. 

Sunday afternoon, Levine was back 
Symphony Hall (much too large venue) for 
BSO Chamber Players Pension Fund bene- 
fit, his first concert compare and contrast 
Beethoven and Schoenberg. accompa- 
nied Ben Heppner (generously filling 
when tenor Matthew Polenzani withdrew 
after tragic death his family) 
die ferne Geliebte, six-song cy- 
cle about separated lovers; played the piano 
early and enchanting Quin- 
tet for Piano and Winds and 
gnomiic Six Little Piano Pieces, Opus 19; then 
conducted the chamber ensemble and the 
mesmerizing soprano Anja Silja another 
song cycle, Schoenberg’s surrealist, anti-Ro- 
mantic Pierrot lunaire, faux“cabaret” piece 
that changed the history music. (Rehears- 
ing this demanding program must have cut 
into his work the Missa gives 
so much of himself, yet maybe this time he 
was pulled too many 

Heppner sang with appealing straightfor- 
wardness 


(maybe this “distant beloved” wasn’t all that 
far away), and Levine played without much 
nuance engagement. was more relaxed 
and playful the Quintet, and the principal 
BSO wind players (John Ferrillo, oboe; 
William Hudgins, clarinet; Richard Svo- 
boda, bassoon; James Sommerville, horn) 
were obviously having good time. The 
mock-solemnity the minor-key episode 
the Rondo finale made chuckle. 

Levine played even more expressively 
the Six Little Pieces (1911), ranging from fan- 
ciful to somber (sometimes simultaneously), 
and with affecting graveness the last 
piece, Schoenberg’s tolling miniature me- 
morial the recently deceased Mahler. 

Pierrot lunaire (“Loony Pierrot”), 93 years 
old, still has the power shock. least 
dozen persons left before was over. Sur- 
prising, really, because Levine led perform- 
ance great delicacy, and Silja was be- 
witching her cross between singing and 
recitation (what Schoenberg called 
“Sprechgesang” These 
short poems, translated into German from 
Albert Giraud’s French, are ironic, dement- 
ed, often scary fairy tales, suggesting the 
artist’s alienation from the “normal” world, 
and Silja told them to us as if we were chil- 
dren she was tucking before murder- 
ing us. Her vocal range and identification 
with the text are still phenomenal. This leg- 
endary, cherishable artist has spent too little 
time inourcity.

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“Massification,” explains Altbach, Boston 
College’s Monan professor higher education 
and director of the Center for International 
Higher Education, “is the growth in enroll- 
ment and access to colleges.” 

The US has been a model of massification 
for the last 30 to 4o years, he says. Building en- 
rollment and access college education 
opened doors not only for Americans, but for 
international students as well. The best and 
brightest from countries at the “bottom end” of 
higher-education systems (China, South Korea, 
Taiwan, and Singapore, for example) came to 
the Hub pursue their graduate studies. 

So massification has been a good thing for 
Massachusetts, right? 

Not you’re economist. college 
administrator. 

Today, we have to compete with these 
same countries to attract future intellectuals 
and homesteaders. Globalization has raised 
the stakes for New England’s economy. Ina 
recent article for the journal Connection, Alt- 
bach notes that “other countries that have 
been the major providers of foreign students 
to the United States are now building 
research-focused universities. ... They have 
more capacity for graduate study at home, 
and the academic quality of their institutions 
improving.” 

As we talk in his cozy office at Boston Col- 
lege, Altbach’s gaze remains clear and steady, 
his hands folded neatly in his lap. A stout man 
with silvery hair, Altbach has a soft smile akin 
to that of a relative most often found stoking 
the fire the midst the holiday hurrah. 
The fire he’s stoking now started with the kin- 
dling his years higher education. 

Beginning his career as a lecturer at 
Harvard in the '6os, Altbach later brought 
his interest in the burgeoning study of higher 
education to the University of Wisconsin- 
Madison and SUNY Buffalo. He has also been

So what exactly is the state of higher edu- 
cation for Massachusetts? Here are five ideas 
that Philip Altbach proposes for cementing our 
role as the uncontested leader in grades 13 to 16. 


ATTRACT MORE 
FOREIGN STUDENTS 


One of Altbach’s recent studies, published in 
the journal Change, begins with this statistic: 
“At present about 2 million students world- 
wide study outside of their home countries, a 
number that a recent study suggests will in- 


crease to 8 million by 2025.” Hoping to capital- 


ize on this trend, college administrators in 
Massachusetts are actively seeking scholars 
from abroad. It only makes sense: attracting 
international students is good business. 


RETAIN THOSE 
FOREIGN STUDENTS 


In another article, this time for the journal 


Connection, Altbach cites amazing figures for 
New England colleges and universities: 
45,000 international students, a $1.2 billion 
boost to the economy. “Foreign students from 
India and China, for example — the majority 
who get graduate degrees in New England 
don’t go back. They stay here and work in lo- 
cal industries like bio-tech and medicine.” 
What's good for the goose, as they say, is 
good for the gander. 


ENCOURAGE LOCAL 
HIGH-SCHOOL STUDENTS 
STUDY HOME 


“People in New England have a leg up — 
unless you're a graduate of Yale or some 
hoity-toity place,” Altbach says. He encour- 
ages students to consider local schools in ad- 
dition to those across the country and abroad. 
“Schools like BC and Suffolk are extremely 
well-known to employers in New England.” 


RESTORE GOVERNMENT FUND- 
ING FOR HIGHER EDUCATION 


Altbach is practical in his thinking on the 
subject of government intervention. “People 
don’t want to pay taxes. This year, the feds 
have cut educational funding like Peli 
grants.” Though he posits many reasons for 
this change — including the costly war in 
Iraq — it’s a fact that scholarships for low- 
income students are harder to get, while 
those who need less assistance can essential- 
ly write their own admission ticket. In many 
ways, the rich schools are getting richer and 
the poor ones are getting poorer. Altbach 
cites the financial difficulties of state-run 
institutions like the University of Massachu- 
setts as an example. Restoring funding like 
Pell grants will encourage enrollment 
growth at home. 


DEVOTE RESOURCES 
STUDENT SERVICES 


Altbach notes that major funds are being al- 
lotted to fitness centers, for example. “It's a 
nuclear war to provide kids with the ameni- 
ties,” he says, laughing. Case in point: at 
schools like BU and Northeastern, formerly 
decrepit weight rooms have been trans- 
formed into gym paradises. Both universities 
have erected student recreation centers in 
the last 10 years that resemble mega-malls. 
Northeastern’s 81,000-square-feet building 
features open fitness and weight-machine 
areas, a suspended, rubberized track, and — 
if you're aching for an asiago bagel — an Au 
Bon Pain in the lobby. Even more impressive 
(or daunting, depending on your view) is 
BU’s new fitness and recreation center, dedi- 
cated last year and boasting approximately 
270,000 square feet, including a 35-foot 
climbing wall. In the end, Altbach notes a 
sea change in higher education. “In colleges 
today, there are more vocational interests,” 
he muses. “We've lost the idea of knowledge 
for its own sake.” ©

altogether underrated South End treasure 


DISCOVER COLUMBUS, South End find. 


This space used house the Claremont 
Café, which outgrew its origins gour- 
met cafeteria become serious Mediter- 
ranean bistro with Peruvian menu incur- 
sions. Now, new owners are putting Central 
American influences on the same canvas of 
Mediterranean-type foods. Our server told 
the chef is from Honduras, and we ordered 
everything even vaguely Latin except the 
“Argentine Steak,” but the kitchen seemed 
equally adept with risotto meat loaf, 
with Salvadoran-enchilada special. 

Some early criticisms must have been an- 
swered the time got there, and hada 
most enjoyable meal, although desserts are 
still clearly underdeveloped. start with 
that Salvadoran enchilada ($6.95), it’s based 
tostada, crisp flat tortilla. Since enchi- 
lada culinary terms means “wrapped roll” 
(although the old Hispanic community 
the Southwest has stacked enchilada made 
soft tortillas), this doesn’t look like your 
idea enchilada. And isn’t really hand 
food. But kind salad morsel appe- 
tizer, it works quite well, with the organiz- 
ing flavor black beans and large pieces 
beet, hard-boiled egg, strips chicken, and 
lots salad heaped on. 

Rhode Island calamari ($7.95) are also not 
what you might expect they’re not deep- 
fried. early critic wrote that they were 
bland, party had deal with quite 
lot sautéed squid strongly flavored with 
peppers. did like squid this 
preparation, and there was lot it, anda 
lot baby spinach underneath.
